cruisers were capturing all neutral ves- 
sels found bringing produce to Enropo. 


Nothing of importance occurs on the 


return voyage until Jan. 8, ISCXi, when 
laud was seen, supposed to be Hamp- 
ton Heights. Long Island. The next 
day, the wind blowing fresh from tlio 
north, the ship was hove to and contin- 
ued until the morning of tho, HHh.whcn 
at about five o'clock, tho weather mod- 
crating ami the wind hauling to the 
west, sail was again made for the land, 
and at ton o'clock A. M. Hampton 
Heights were again iu sight. About : 
two I1. M., the weather being very thick j 
with snow, wind light, the fore and 
main topsails were double reefed, the 
mizzcii topsail close reefed. At five r. 
M. the weather w:is ngaiu clear, and at 
six i'. M. Mmihiuk lighthouse was seen, 
and at ten r. M, it was passed, and the 
ship's course was changed for lllock 
Island, which was made about eleven 
r. M., bearing E.N.K., and covered with 
snow. The ship's course was now al- 
tered again so as to pass tlie island on 
the south.

racing boats of !>0 years ago and those of 
.0-day. A reference to statistics, how- 
over, shows the curious fact that in 
1845, the first time that the Oxford 
and Cambridge Universities rowed their 
race between-' Putney and Mortlake, 
which course'they have adopted .ever 
since, the time occupied was only 23.UO, 
the boats rowed in being inriggoo skiffs. 
This time has been exceeded since 
boats of the present pattern have been 
used, 
with outriggers, sliding scats,

At 
Henley Itcgatla last year race after race 
resulted in a fresh record being estab- 
lished. As most people at all interest- 
ed in aquatics arc aware, the. course at 
Henley was altered on this occasion for 
the purpose of making it a fairer one 
for the competitors. 
Tbe length was 


exactly the same as the old one, but as 
the boats, which are always rowed 
against the stream, were more kcptout 
in it than formerly, one would have an- 
ticipated that longer time would have 
been taken to cover the course.—[The 
Nineteenth Century.

Tbe Biggest Clock in the World. 


A watchmaking firm of Brooklyn 1ms 


now in course of construction a clock 
that promises to Lo as wonderful in its 
way aa the great clock of Stnisbuurg, 
about which such stories arc told. The 
face of the clock will be on a level with 
the ground, while the machicncry 
which works it will be under the 
ground out of sight, but so arranged 
that everything will run smoothly for 
eight days. The figures on tlic dial 
plate win be of flowers of various spe- 
cies and colors, but each figure differ- 
ing from the others. The pivot in the 
centre of the dial on which the hands 
turn is to be a water jet, throwing a 
spray all around and over the flowers 
to keep them fresh. The mechanism 
of the clock is now being constructed in 
Boston, and is expected to be complet- 
ed in a month from now. 


"Icalculate on placing the clock at 


Manhattan beach," said Mr. Shaw, the 
constructor, to a reporter, "where it 
can be seen from the hotel piazzas and 
balconies, and admired if it be consider- 
ed worth admiration. 
The idea is my 


own, and the chief point in originality 
about it is underground connection by 
wire between the dial and the motive 
power. If I do not succeed in having 
it placed at Manhattan beach, I shall 
take it elsewhere; but I will certainly 
have it placed somewhere not very far 
from Xew York or Brooklyn.

But they will see the 
most beautiful city in the world in the 
mouth of flowers, and they can have a 
glorious time in many ways, for Wash- 
ington is more than "a thing of beauty." 
It is by far the most interesting city in 
America, as well. 


It is to be regretted that the elevator 


in the Washington Monument will not 
be in 'active 'operation during the 
National Drill, when so many sight- 
seers will be in the city. But instead 
of being lifted rapidly through the 
shaft they will be compelled to tramp 
up aud down five hundred feet of iron 
stairway by the light of candles held 
by themselves. The arrangements are 
complete for lighting the interior of the 
Monument, with seventy-five incandes- 
cent electric lights, with which the 
effect is vory striking. 
The electric 


lighting plant was provided for by the 
appropriation for completing the Monu- 
ment, as was also tlie elevator, but 
there is need of more Congressional 
legislation and another appropriation 
before either can be put into regular 
operation. 


The Monument was lighted at its 


dedication, but few puraons knew it, as 
but few entered tiio Monument on that 
•occasion. Since theii it has only been 
lighted for testing purposes, and once 
when in honor of Airs. Cleveland, who 
mndo n trip to the top. The lights are 
at the stairway landings, and are fasten- 
ed to brackets extending from the iron 
framework in the centre of the shaft. 
The olVectis very striking as one looks 
up the shaft from the bottom and sees 
these brilliant lights on alternate sides, 
•extending all the way to tlio top, and

interior of the structure. 


Workmen Jiavo placed the memorial 


• stones in the panels prepared for them 
in the interior of the Monument, all the 
way up, and tlio inscriptions on them 
show with perfect distinctness in the 
electric lights. When sumo of the ce- 
ment was taken out in lilting in some 
of these stones, it was found to be as 


• solid as the marble surrounding it. 
Curiosity seekers think thoy ought not 
leave Washington without having been 
to the top of the highest structure in 
the world built by the hands of man, 
•and although the past winter was un- 
usually inclement and unsuitable for 
such an excursion, about two thousand 
people trudged up the wiuding stair- 
way to its dizzy height during each 
month. 


They have been very busy at the 


National Museum during the week try- 
ing to get the Grant relics placed on 
exhibition before the National Drill 
begins. The task is nearly completed, 
and the eases already exhibited have 
attracted much notice. Five cases will 
contain the whole collection except the 
paintings and large objects which can 
not he put into cases. Many of these 
articles; are souvenirs of Gen. Grant's 
trip around the world. There is a 
•splendid collection of old Japanese 
coins of huge size valued at 35,000. 
There are swords, gold headed canes, 
caskets, medallions, rare woods, silver 
plate and sparkling gems 
which vie 


with each other to attract the eye. 
There are invitation cards, menu cards, 
reminders of entertainments given in 
his honor, embossed on gold plates. 
One invitation to a masked ball given 
at San Francisco, upon Gen. Grant's 
arrival in thai city, on Ms return from 
his famous tour, is ens-raved on solid 
gold, and was enclosed in a silver en- 
velop with the addressed engraved 
upon it. In the right baud corner is a 
iwo cent stamp, return to, etc. There 
u a casket carved from the wood of 
oiiakspeare's mulbury tree, and many 
other articles that havea value by asso-

Wo lirune our trees in order to pro- 
more or preserve their beautiful pro- 
portions and better adapt them for the 
purposes for which we desire them; al- 
so to rid them of broken or diseased 
branches, or throw their strength into 
tho production of wood or fruit, as the 
case may be desirable.

and likely to be broken by wind or 
snow-storms, cut away all' branches 
tbat encroach upon road or pathway, 
nnd hero and there in young trees thin 
out crooked, crossing, or'superabun- 
dant branches. 
Old trees seldom need 


thinning.
